FRAUDS UPON INDIANS—RIGHT OF 


THE PRESIDENT TO WITHHOLD 
PAPERS. 


Read in the IL of Representatives, Feb. 25. 


MR. COOPER, of Pa , from the Committee 


on Indian Affairs, lo which the subject had 
been referred, submitted the following 


R E P O R T : 


The Committee on Indian affairs, to whom 


was referred the message of the President 
of the United States, accompanying sun- 
dry reports made by Lieutenant Colonel 
Hitchcock to the Department of War, rela- 
tive to the affairs of the Cherokee Indians, 
and certain frauds alleged to have been 
committed upon them and the Govern- 
ment, report: 
Thai, in compliance with ihe request 


of the President contained in his menage, 
they have examined ihe report of Lieu 
tenant Colonel Hitchcock on the subject 
of ihe fraud* he was appointed to mve?- 
tigaie ; and are of opinion, ihat neither 
the public interest, nor *a just regard 
to the characters and rights of persons 
apparently implica-ed, but who have noi 
had an o p p o r t u n i t y to meet the imputa 
tions on them,' requires thai ihe report 
fiiould be suppressed or us publication 
postponed. 
Ii contains nothing which 


not proper to be communicated to ihe 
House, but. on lhe oilier hand, many 
suggestions which may 
materially aid 


it in shaping in 
legi»!ation on ihe sub- 


ject t» which it refers. 
And here ihe 


committee 
might have stopped, had it 


not been for lhe extraordinary message 
of ihe 
President 
which 
accompanies 


the repori and papers transmiited io ihe 
House. 
This message 
requires 
some 


notice, and will be more fully understood 
and properly appreciated by a brief his 
lory of lhe proceeding which has fur 
nished the occasion for ils communica- 
tion. 


It will be recollected that, on lhe 18s 


of May last, a resolution was stlopted by 
this Hou«e, calling on the Secretary ol 
War for the reports and papers, lhe prin 
cipal part of which have been transmitted 
along with the 
message which 
forms 


the subject of ihis report. 
It will also 


be recollected that the Secretary of War 
wuh the approbation, and as now appears 
by the duecuon of ihe President, decli- 
ned io communicate ihe reports and in 
formation called for: that, subsequently, 
on the 13th day of August, this House 
adopted 
certain resolutions declaratory 


of iis right io demand of the Executive 
and heads of Departments such informs 
tion as rnighi be in their 
possession re 


laimg lo subjects of iis deliberations snd 
w i t h i n ihe sphere of ils constitutional 
powers ; that in addition lo these reso 
lu lions, another was adopted, requesting 
the President to cau*e lo be communicated 
io the House ihe reports ^nd information 
which the Secretary of War had declined 
to furnish on its former call.

ment. 
The Secretary of'Wa'r undertook 


to investigate the msuer, and appointed a 
commiisioner for that purpose, who, in 
pursuance of his instructions, proceeded 
to the Indian country, and, 
in the best 


manner his limited powers would permit, 
performed the duly enjoined upon him. 
Of his proceeding*, and ihe'facts, codec- 
led by him. he made a repori to the De- 
partment of War. 
Thi* repori. and all 


other facts concerning ihe 
frauds which 


he wai charged to investigate, were call- 
ed for by ihe House. 
The object of the 


call wi»« to procure such information on 
'he subject as would enable the Hoiiso 
10 take efTeciual steps to correct ihe abu- 
se* which were understood to exi*i by 
the application nf legislative remedies,— 
But, in making ihis call, no de«ign was 
entertained of arresting the inquiry which
